CHINESE SPIRITS 


SIDELIGHTS’ ON DISTIDLERY 
PRACTICE 


A PAYING. INDUSTRY 


. Writing on Chinese Distitlery Prac- 

tite in his official report, Mr, J. D. 
Lioyd, Superintendent of Imports and 
Exports, Hong Kong, states. in-an 
appendix especially prepared. to give 
some idea of the methods. in. use 
now and in the past in loca) Chin- 
ese -spirit distilleries, that there has 
been a tendency in the last year or 
so to intreduce modern type stills 
and methods. In the near future 
there is no doubt that, owing to 
higher rates of duty and inefficient 
or wasteful methods of working, the 
small type of native still will cease 
to exist. , During the-last year it has 
been found that spirit similar to that 
distilled in the old type still can be 
distilled from modern stills with a 
very small margin of loss and that 
the spirit itself is quite palatable to 
the Chinese taste. 

Chinese spirit distilled locally was 
originally distided from fermented 
Rice. In recent years however, owing 
to the increase in the price of Rice 
a cheap substitute was found in 
Molasses which-is a bye product of 
the cane sugar industry. In. the 
small country distilleries of the New 
Territory red rice is still used, but 
most of the: larger establishmenta 
us¢ imported broken white rice or a 
blend of broken white and red rice, 

Both liquid’ and hard varieties are 
extensively used. They are. imported 
from Java and to a small extent only 
from Formosa. Molasses produced 
locally in the Taikoo Sugar Refinery 
is In strong demand when’ available 
on account .of the fact. that Java 
molasses has in recent years arrived 
‘in a contaminated condition , (it is 
often packed. in imperfectly cleaned 
oil drums) and the quality, from th: 
point of view of spirit output, ia 
much infcricr to the molasses import- 
eda few years age. Two distinct 
types of “yeast’’ ate used. Both 
types depend upon the well-known 
“amylo” process’ of fermentation. 
The “Yeast” ‘contains a- mould and a 
ferment and its use avoids the use 
of malt for the conversion of Starch 
to Sugar. The processes of sacchari- 
fication and fermentation go on 
side by side. and’ the use 
of an. expensive “malting”  pro- 
cess is avoided. The two Lypes of 
Ball 
yeast occurs in small white balls 
about the size of a golf ball. The 
mould and yeast are (mixed with 
China clay and made into the small 
easily crushed balls. This yeast will 
completely ferment rice in from five 
to ten days—the output of spirit per 
unit of rice is poor- and the spirit 
itself is often rather acid. It has 
been found that this acidity is: due 
to the fact that atetic fermentation 
develops to gsmall-extent during the 
fermentation? the rice. The- spirit 
so produced docs not keep well and 
the use of this type of yeast 
is decreasing as many country 
people prefer the flavour of the 
spirit it produces to that from rice 
and cake yeast.. Cake yeast occura 
in flat square cakes or tiles weigh- 
ing about half a pound each. Tha 
cakes contaii the ‘mould and yeast 
which have been grown’ on a dry 
copked ric? and bean mixture and 
then mixed with China ciay. This 
type requires about twenty days to 
compscte th fermentation of th2 
rice “under favourable conditions. It 


gives an-outpet of spirit per unit of 


yiee which ‘compares very favourably 
with the theoretical yield and there 
is less risk of acetic fermentation 


than with ball yeast. The large dis- 
tilleries all use this type of yeast. 
Types of Native Stills 

Two types of native stills are 
used. The country type is. very 
home-made in appcarance and . its 
structure varies with each distillery 
toa. small extent, Essentially. the 
heating and boiling unit consists. of 
shallow ‘sheet iron pan holding about 
10 gallons set-over.a brick furnace 
fire. .‘The pan is surmounted by 4 
brickwork: collar on which :the con- 
densing unit is placed; This consists 
of an earthenware basin. placed on 
the collar, The bottom of the basin 
is perforated so that aleohol and 
water vapour from the boiler may 
rise into the basin. A shallow iron 
pan is placcd on top of the basin 
and this is filled with water to form 
the condensing .surfate, © The spirit 
vapour rises from the boiler passes 
through the perforations and im- 
pinges on the lower side of the cold 
water pan. There they are condens- 
ed and fall to the concave bottom of 
the carthen - basin and. run off 
through a small side tube to the re. 
ceiving jar through a tin or zine 
pipe. This type of still is very in- 
efficient and considerable loss of 
spirit occurs unless the water in the 
cooling pan -is changed very fre- 
quently. Its use ii. being rapidly 
superseded in the country districts 
and it is only of interest on account 
of the fact that until'recently it was 
in almost universal use in the Neiv 
Territory. The fuel used was gen- 
erally grass, brushwood of rice husks. 

The native type of pot still con- 
sists of a large iron pan capable of 
holding 12 to.16 gallons ‘which is 
set over a furnace in brickwork. A 
brickwork eollar is build round it and 
on the collar a thick washer or grum- 
mett of hemp is placed. .The condens- 
er is moveable and when in use is 
set on top of the grummett. 

The condenser is made of sheet 
zine and it is eylindtieal and has the 
appearance of a latge dust bin. A 
dome is inserted imside this cylinder 
which is open at the. bottom and the 
dome extends Troma point a few 
inches above the bottom almost to 
the top of the cylinder. The outside 
surface of this deme is cooled by 


means of cold water when the still 


is in action and, in efficiently ran 
distilleries, a constant stream of cold 
water is left circulating through the 
space between the outside of the 
dome. and. the inside of the cylinder. 
When in action the spirit vapour 
rises from the iron boiling pan and 
strikes the cold inner surface of the 
dome. There it condenses and runs 
into a small lip which runs round 
the inside of the cylinder near the 
base of the dome and from this lip 
it passes through a small outlet to 
a short pipe and on to the receiver. 
This typeof still is fairly efficient 
providing. running cold water is left 
circulating over the cooling surface 
of the condenser. Under these con. 
ditions the amount of spirit obtained 
should be within six per cent. of 
that_kmown to be present in the fer- 
mented material. These two types 
of still do not adapt themselves 
readily to any system of Revenue 
Control. The condenser must be de- 
tached from the still each time-the 
still is charged (filled up) and it is 
therefore impossible to have any 
cheek over the amount of spirit 
which issues from the still as the 
condenser cannot be connected to ’a 
locked. receiver nor can the still be 
locked or sealed. 
Fermentation 

The rice is first boiled with a limit- 
ed amount of water (in order that 
the finished product: may be dey) to 
burst the. starch grains. It is then 
placed on a large wooden bench and 
spread out till partly cooled. . The 
yeast (previously roughly powdered), 
is then thoroughly mixed with it. 
It is then left exposed to the air 
for an hour or so and afterwards 
filled into earthenware jars the equi- 
valent. of 8 or 9 calties of dry rice 
being placed in each jar, A few 
(usually three) catties of water are 
then added and a small quantity of 
yeast is sprinkled ovér the top of 
the contents of each jar, The jars 
are then stacked in racks six ‘to 
eight jars high in a part of the dis. 
tillery premises as free as possible 
from draughts. In some cases the 
Jars are roughly sealed with a piece 
of sacking and a wooden bung, in 
others the bottom of one jar scals 
the jar on whieh it stands. Brisk 
fermentation, if ‘ball yeast is -used, 
commences within 24 hours and in 
the case of cake yeast within 72 
hours, On account of the changes 
(Starch to Sugar and Sugar to 
Alcohol) taking place within. the jarg 
a certain amount of heat is develop- 
ed in the fermenting mash and as a 
result a small increase in tempera- 
ture takes place. This increased 
temperature remains ‘fairly steady as 
long as the -fermeitation ‘continues 
providing the jars ‘are not exposed to 
changes of atmospheric temperature, 
The jars are not opened or examin. 
ed till the end of the fermentation 
period as exposure to the atmosphere 
is Hable to develop acetic fermenta- 
tion which it is essential to avoid. 

The. usual practice is to place a 
quantity of “rice tailings” (the resi. 
due left in the still after the dis. 
tillation of rice spirit} in a large 
earthenware jar or Kong. To this 
fixed proportions of molasses and 
water (warm in ‘edd- weather) are 


‘|added and also a small quantity of

fermenting molasses mash. The lat- 
ter plays the part of a m cher fer- 
ment and its use enables fermenta- 
tion to commence rapidly. The con. 
tents of the Kong are then thorough- 


‘ly mixed and within six .houts fer- 


mentation’ will have eommenced and 
at the expiration of 24 hours thero 
will be a brisk liberation of bubbles 
of carbon dioxide gas through a thick 
seum of yeast on the top : of the 
fermenting liquid. During fermenta- 
tion (as in the case of riee) a slight 
rise In. the temperature. of the fer- 
menting liquid takes place. At the 
end of 12 to 24 hours . (the actual 
time period varies at.each distillery). 
a second and finial portion of.-molasses 
is added to theKong and. the liquid 
is again. well stirred-up,. This: stir- 
ring is continued twita daily for the 
period of: fermentation which . varies 
from 96 hours.to 120 hours’. accord- 
ing tg the season -of the year. It

control during the year it. was found 
the rice tailings were added on ac- 
éount of the fact that the nitrogen. 
ous matter in the tailings were es- 
sential for the life of the yeast which 
converts the sugar of the. molasses 
into alcohol. Experiments were car- 
tied out using ammonium sulphate as 
the source of nitrogenous. matter and 
it was ‘found possible to omit the ‘rice 
jailings and ferment molasses with a 
mother fermenting liquid and a small 
quantity of ammonium — sulphate. 
This method was adopted during the 
year by two distilleries and the yield 
of- alcoho] per unit of molasses was 
found to be excellent. This was an 
important; change, as in the past all 
distilleries had been compelled to 
make sufficient rice spirit to- provide 
rice tailings for the, fermentation of 
their molasses. The high cost of 
vice made rice’ tailings an ‘expensive 
aid to fermentation unless a good 
market could be found for the rice 
spirit produced, : : 

It was. found that in 
country distilleries “the usual: . prac- 
tice was to use three -jars of fer- 
mented rice (the equivalent of 24 to 
27 eatties of dry Rice) as a charge 
for a still: From this one four gal- 
lon jar of 21 per cent, to. 22 per 
‘cent. spirit was distilled. The dis- 
tilleries using ‘this’ type of yeast 
p.ace the same equivalent of dry 
rice in each jar’.but usually distil 
one four galion jar -of spirit from 
four jars of fermented rice.” This 
spirit. varies in strength from 28 
per cent. to 32 per cent. 

It. was found that ‘the aver- 
age alcoholic strength of molasses 
mash after fermentation wast 6% 
per _ cent. In some cases how- 
ever, this was as high as 
8 per cent. The usual charge for 
each still was four wooden buckets 
containing. about 35 catties each. In 
some cases three large buckets were 
used. The first. charge distilled each 
working day was found to take a much 
longer period to complete on account 
of the fact. that heat was absorbed by 
the cold furnace and brickwork but 
once this first charge had been put 
through the following charges took 20 
to 85 minutes to distil. A too fierce 
fire had to be avoided as the liquor in 
the still was liable to froth up and 
boil over and thus spoil the distillate. 

Classes of Spirit ~ 

The names Liu Pun, Sheung Ching, 
and Sam Ching; whatever they may 
have meant origiaally, at the present 
time have refereace only to different 
strengths of the same type of spirit, 
whether produced from Rice 
Molasses. The addi 
duces or converts the highest strength 
spirit, Sam Ching into Sheung Ching 
and similarly Sheung Ching into Liu 
Pun. Liu Pun is a term which has 
dropped out of use in Hong Kong di: 
tilleries on aceount of the faet that 
the minimum rate of duty is charged 
un spirit the alcoholic strength of 
‘which is 25. per cent. and under.- As 
a result all distillers aim to produce 
spirit for purposes of paying duty 
containing exactly. 26 per cent. of 
alcoho! if over that strength it is 
usually broken down to 25 per 
cent. before duty is paid. Liu 
Pun therefore as sold in the 
Chinese Spirit. Shops is this 
25 per cent, spirit which has been 
broken down. Occasionally smuggled 
Liu Pun is seized the strength of 
which may be as low as 15 per cent. 
and if this evades duty it appears to 
he fortified with a stronger spirit be- 
Core sale. : 

If made from Molasses and design- 
ated, “To” i.e. “native” Sheung Ching 
is issued by the distilleries at exactly 
25 per cent. strength as mentioned 
above. If made from Rice it is oc- 
casionally issued at slightly below 25 
per cont, in strength but the general 
practice is to distil at about 28 per 
cent, and break down to 25 per cent 
‘before payment of duty. 

Sam Ching is also made from 
Molasses, in fact it is the usual Mo- 
lasses Spirit distilled. The strength as 
distilled is fram 32 per cent. to 34 
per cent. and it usually pays duty after 
breaking down te 30 per cent. to 32 
per cent. In the case of Rice the 
term Sam Ching has a slightly differ. 
ent meaning. The usual practice is 
to distil one jar of Rice Sheung Ching 
and te add half of this jar of spirit to 
the next charge of fermented mash 
placed in the still. 
distilled may be as high as 35 per cent. 
in strength dnd is rarely met with. 
It has been found in practiee that 
using four jars' of mash it is 
possible to produce a jar of: 28 per 
cent, to 32 per cent. spirit which is 
sold as Rice Sam Ching at a very 
good profit to the distiller. 

Spirits sometimes called by the 
name of Fa Tsau are distilled in a 
few distilleries which are ultimately 
denatured for special industrial pur- 
poses e.g., in the vinegar, bean curd 
and tobacea industries. One method 
employed is to re-distill molasses Sam 
Ching to produce a spirit containing 
ahout 45 per cent. of alechol. In an- 
other distillery a special mash is pre- 
pared from wheat bran and molasses 
and the spirit distilled therefrom is

ever that it is extremely wasteful to- 


aitempt to distil spirit of this (ie. 
40 per cent, to 45 per cent.) strength 
from 2 Chinese still owing to the fact 
that there is a large loss of alcoho; 

Chinese liquor 
merchants have recently expressed the 
opinion that the term “Fa Tsan” is 
only used locally, and denotes strictly 
a mixture of commercial arrack and 
water and not a spirit produced in a 
loeal distillery, | , 
Fancy Spirits. . 
A few distilleties prepare various 
faney spirits on a small. scale. In 
actual practice these are made by ma- 
cerating fresh and dried fruits or 
herbs in Sheung Ching. This business 
appears to be on the decline: as ‘far 
#s distilleries are concerned, and the 
explanation appears to be that they 
lack the capital and space necessary 
to store spirit for the long period re 
quired to complete the- process. -No 
Mai.is a sweet type of tice spirit and 
its manufacture is now almost entire- 
ly confined to retail spirit shops. The 
actual process involved varies to some 
extent but- essentially ordinary Sheung 
Ching is poured .on. plutenous rice 
which has been previously. boiled, then 
mixed . with-. yeast and left - ex- 
posed for an hour or so before sealing 
up in jars or Kongs. . After the.addi- 
tion of the Sheung Ching a small pro- 
portion of molasses is’ sometimes 
added and the mixture, after sealing: 
up, is left to stand for some. months. 
Finally to sum up, only two kinds of 
spirit are’ manufactured -locally:——rice 
spirit and-molasses spirit. ‘These ara 
used as the basis of all other locally 
made Chinese spirits: Whether the 
strength of, the spirit as issued from

NO CHANCE OF ATTITUDE 


‘The report. of the Inspector of 
Factories for 1928 states that most 
of the factories in the Colony have 
worked very much under their full 
capacity for the greater part of the 
year. : This has resulted in a fur- 
ther decrease in-the number of 
young children employed. .The 
knitting factories in Kowloon , and 
the cigarette factories: in .Hong 
Kong formely employed large num- 
bers of young girls of 12-15 years 
of age. With trade in an ‘almost 
stagnant condition no new learners 
were taken on and. those children 
already employed have outgrown the 
age of registration. Should trade 
improve 30 that extra hands are 
needed it may - be expected | that 
children will again be engaged as 
learners. The almost complete 
absence from factories of children 
under 15 is but a temporary state 
of affairs due to present conditions 
and does. not necessarily indicate a 
ehanged attitude'on the-part of 
employers. When trade improves 
children will again be employed in 
large numbers. The total num- 
ber of children now working in 
factories is 100. These -are em- 
ployed in knitting factories. No 
European firms in the Colony em- 
ploy children under the age of 16 
years. : : : 

Dangerous Trades 

A noteworthy feature of this 
‘trade is the increasing number of 
women and girls ‘employed. - They 
are rapidly displacing the men in 
everything but the actual glass 
blowing. This may be the result of 
the réstrictions placed on the’ em- 
ployment of boys in glass factories. 
The work ‘is unsuitable for 
women and is carried out under 
conditions which make glasa making 
an exceedingly unhealthy and 
dangerous trade. 

There is only one facbory in the 
Colony. where fireworks are made. 
Children are not employed, most of 
the workers being women. The 
factory is modern and the work is 
carried on under fairly safe condi- 
tions, although from the nature of 
the ‘industry there is always a con- 
siderable danger of explosions. 
Another factory has recently been 
established on the beach at 
Kennedy-Town and. although termed 
a ‘eracker factory’ is not actually 
such since no filling with powder or 
other explosive is done there: the 
work carried on being. the making 
of the tubes or cartridges which are 
gent elsewhere to be filled. 

During the year investigations 
were made into the conditions pre- 
vailing in the white lead and ver- 
milion factories with a view to as- 
certaining to what extent the work- 
érs in these trades—most of whom 
are women—suffer from lead poison- 
ing. or mercurial poisoning . con- 
tracted during the counse of their 
employment; and to consider what 
measures can best be taken to mini- 
mise the risk from such industrial 
diseases. Enquiries so far made 
show that a large proportion of the 
workers show signs of “blue gum,” 
the typical symptom Gf lead poison- 
ing, and some of. the men also show- 
ed symptoms of mercurial poison- 
ing. The methods of manufacture 
in these factories are very primitive 
and the sanitary accommodation to- 
gether with washing facilities most 
unsatisfactory, The enquiries arc 
being continued and may result in 
the recommendation of certain pre- 
ventive measures to deal with these 
diseases. Further enquiries were 
made as to the use of white lead in 
house painting ete. It was found 
that lead paint is in gen- 
eral use in the Colony, but there 
was no evidence that the painters 
themselves suffered any il] effects 
and it was not found practicable to 
attempt to restrict its use. ; 

Accidents in Factories 

The year was. marked by the 
occurrence of the first, boiler ex- 
plosion to take place in the Golony 
for many years. This oecurred in 
a Chinese factory at Shaukiwan and 
resulted in the death of one man and 
serious} injuries to nine- others. 
Later in the year another explosion 
occurred in.a Chinésé factory <in 
connection with steam plant, al- 
though the actual explosion took 
place in a compressed atr. chamber: 
This ‘resulted in the death o2 one 
woman and injuries. to several 
others.  Inquests were held in both 
cases and showed that the explo- 
sions were caused through careless- 
ness or incompetence on the part of 
the boiler attendants.’ _Recomt- 
mendations ‘were made by~ “both 
Juries that periodical inspection of 
all boilers, and steam plant in -fac- 
tories- should be-made compulsory, | 
and that only properly trained’ men 
be allowed to operate such plant. 

. The total number of accidents in 
factories during the year was 59 
(7 fatal) as against 43 (9 fatal) 
for the eight months of the pre- 
vious ‘year when accidents . were 
first made notifiable. -

China continued to be the 
chief source irom which raw 
opium was derived, and even the 
Persian opium seized* came from 
Amoy. Most of the Chinese 
opium bore the usual - revenue 
labels issued either by the Kwong 
Sai or Kwong Tung Treasury De- 
pariment. No Indian opium was 
seized during the year, and it was 
reported that the priee of Indian 
opium in Shanghai had risen te 
extraordinary heights, as high as 
$25,000 per chest was mentioned. 
The reason given was that it was 
now very difficult, if not impos- 
sible to obtain Indian opium from 
the licensed dealers at Kwong 
Chow Wan. 

The staff formerly devoted to 
raiding opium divans solely. was 
diverted to more profitable oceupa- 
tion in the general work of the 
department, and it is te be not- 
ed that sales of Government opiam 
are about the same as when 1,600 
divans were being convicted a 
year. The cessation of this work 
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tory was discovered bysthe Police. 
The formula ‘in use at this. fac- 
terys included~ Heroin, Caffeine. 
Strychnine, Cinchonine and As- 
perin, the latter-- 
with for the first time in the com- 
position of these pills, it is pos- 
sible that its use was intended to 
give the characteristic acetic acid 
smell generally associated with 
Heroin, and so enable a smaller 
proportion of ,this. drug to be 
used. The factory had recently 
moved from Shanghai from 
whence all the materials were ob: 
tained. On information supplied 
by this. Government . the ‘Chinese 
Police watched the headquarters 
In. the Chinese Territory outside 
the International Settlement. and © 
after some delay searched the pre-, 
mises which were then found de- 
serted. A member of the crew 
of ss. “Hsin Wah” found in pos- 
session stated that these pills 
were openly hawked on board 
ships in Shanghai. where. the 
priee was $14 - per 10,000 while 
$20 could be obtained in Canton. 
There is no doubt that the smok- 
ing of these pills, in the place of 
epium has recently. much increas: 
ed in the South. Those pills first 
came to the notice of this De: 
partment in ‘1927. They had been 
used extensively in Central and 
North China for some years pre- 
viously. No eases of drug addi- 
tion-due to the use of these pills 
have been encountered here. the 
examination and treatmént of a 
smoker of Heroin pills might 
form’ a useful and interesting 
medical study. 
Control] of Small Craft : 
The rontrol of small craft of 
under 100 piculs capacity, fre- 
quenting the various harbours of 
the Colony gave serious trouble dur- 
ing the year. Forty one such craft 
were seized by this Department and 
7 by the Police for carrying con- 
traband. 
stricter contro] has been devised. 
the smuggling of opium, -liquor, 
tobacco and arms will flourish. It 


1 is probable that most of the illicit 


opium sold in this Colony is kept 
on small craft in the harbour 
in quantities never more thin a 
few hundred taels at any one time, 
and conveyed ashore by- boat 
women concealed on their persons, 
a few taels at a time: being taken 
direct to the purchasers ashore. 
Such women are exempt. from 
search unless they meet a female 
Chinese Revenue Officer, of whom 
only a few ean be employed. 

Many of such eraft bear the 
significant nickname “Rat” boats 
in Chinese, a meaning indicating 
that they are the homes of “water 
rats,” many of them appear to have 
no economic reason for existence, 
they. pretend to be fishing boats 
but fishing tackle is rarely found on 
the boats searched on suspicion, 
and they are too small and slow to 
be used for carrying passengers. 
The existence of over 12,000 of this 
type of craft makes preventive 
work almost impgssible in this 
Colony. 

Smuggling of Arms 

Smuggling was much less rife 
owing to the cessation of civi] war, 
and the active steps taken by the 
Canton Government to free the 
country from bandits. Most of the 
arms seized were found at one 
time. Practically all smuggling on 
the small scale by Chinese return- 
ing from U.S.A. has ceased, a sign 
of increasing belief in the security 
of life and property in the country 
villages. 

So-called fishing junks of about 
80 piculs capacity, manned by 2

The Governor's Comprehensive Review

ments :— 


Such being the present position as . 
regards water. storage and water 
| distribution, it has been brought 
| home to us very. clearly during the 
last twelve months that our storage 
is. inadequate and that in time of 
| drought our system | of conserving 
water is clumsy and inefficient. For 
we have found the rider-main sys- 
tem ta ba sadly lacking in flexibility. 
If our rider-mains are in use, then 
the city supply from the trunk- 
mains cannot be cut off for periods 
of Jess than twelve hours, ‘because 
any less period results in the upper 
floors of tenement houses getting no 
water at all. There- are six rider- 
main districts and, in order that the 
pressure may suffice to give top 
floors a supply, the water must be 
turned on to each district in rota- 
tion. Thus a twelve hours’ supply 
in the trunk mains will only. give 
each rider-main district a two hours’ 
supply; and-even a two hours’ sup- 
ply often fails to convey water te 
upper floors . in tenement houses, 
owing to-the draw-oft by inhabitants 
on lower floors. Consequently, as a 
method of economising water, the 
Irider-mains cause the maximum of 
inconvenience with a minimum of 
result. Supply from the trunk. 
mains under a system of universal 
meterage would be far more satis- 
factory, as it should enable the 
Water Authority to reduce the 
period of supply to six hours or less 
without thereby inflicting dispro- 
portionate hardship on anyone. This 
year even the rider-mains had to be 
elosed down and the city was obliged 
to rely for several months on street- 
fountains supplied from the reser- 
voirs and on specially constructed 
tanks filled with water transported 
from the mainland in lighters and 
other craft. It is manifest, there- 
fore, that our first step should be to 
build more ‘reservoirs; but unfor- 
tunately the configuration of Hong 
Kong is such that storage pos- 
sibilities on the ‘island are very 
limited. There is, however, one 
additional storage scheme, of which 
this Council has approved, and 
which is. now being .carried out, 
namely that at Aberdeen. 


Aberdeen Scheme 

The Aberdeen scheme was ap- 
proved by resolution of this Council 
on May 2 last. It provides for the 
resumption by Government. of the 
existing storage reservoir with a 
feapacity of 92 million ‘gajlona con- 
structed by the Tai Shing Paper 
Manufacturing Company in the 
Aberdeen: valley. This resumption 
has already been effected at a cost 
of $525,000, of which a sum. of 
$52,500 has been paid -on account, 
the balance being payable early 
next year. The Company ‘has been 
granted 183 days, commencing 
from 20th July last, to . use up 
its existing stocks. On the expiry 
of that period Government obtains 
possession. The Aberdeen scheme 
further provides for the construc- 
tion of an additional storage reser 
yoir in this valley, estimated to con. 
tain 175 million gallons of water 
and to cost $900,000. The ancillary 
works, including catchwaters, 
mains, filters, an access. road and 
ia pumping station, are estimated to 
{cost $1,277,000. The whole of this 
scheme will be financed by loan. 
It will much facilitate the supply 
of water to the western end of Vic- 
toria City, where improved distri- 
bution. is most needed, for water 
from the. Aberdeen valley will be 
piped to the Elliot filter-beds, which 
iare to be augmented by a rapid 
lgravity filtration plant. At  pre- 
isent, when Pok-fu-lam reservoir is 
‘depleted, it is. often, difficult to 
y maintain an. adequate. supply to 
ithe Elliot » filter-beds . from. the 
‘Bowen Road Conduit.

FUTURE PLANS OUT LINED. 


The following is a continuation of HE. the Governors (Sir 
Cecil Clementi, K.C.M.G.) review of thé Government’s water supply 
poliey—both with Yegard to the Island and Mainland . aerate:

dam under. construction and. the 
expense of the scheme would be on 
of proportion to the supply gained, 
the more so as all the water from 
such a reservoir would have to be 
pumped: to a height of nearly 400, 
feet. in order to pass through the 
Tytam Tunnel. An additional re-! 
servoir might be built directly be- 
low the existing Pok-fu-lam reser- 
voir. It would have a capacity of 
78 million gallons; but its construc- 
tion would necessitate the resurip- 
tion of the'Hong Kong Dairy Farm 
and is ‘for this reason undesirable. 
Another natural site for a reservoir 
is the basin on the south side of 
the island containing the village of 
Little Hong Kong and bounded on 
the north by Bennets Hill and 
Mount Cameron and on the south 
by Brick Hill. Two dams would 
here be necessary, one 
Stanton Creek near Aberdeen and: 
the other at the brickworks 
close to Deep. Water Bay. 
This - reservoir would have a 
capacity of 2,500 million gal- 
lons; ‘but its catchment would be 
small for its size,’ although the! 
overflows from the Abefdeen and 


Wong-nai-ch'ung réservoirs could| 


be ‘diverted into it. All water from 
it would have to be pumped; and, 
in view of the great length of the 
dams, the considerable resumptions 
necessary and the heavy contingent 
works, the reservoir would be cost- 
ly.. Moreover, in the public interest 
it is not advisable to submerge this 
valuable area of flat land, the last 
such area remaining in. Hong Kong 
island. Finally it would be possible 
to build two additional reservoirs 
with an aggregate capacity of 114 
million gallons in the Taikoo eatch- 
ment on the slopes of Mount 
Butler. But-the water rights in 
thia locality are held by Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire, whose exist- 
ing reservoirs Government would 
have to acquire as a preliminary to 
further development; and, even if 
resumption were effected, it seems 
likely the most of the -water pro- 
curable would. be needed for the 
Taikoo Sugar Refinery and Dock- 
yard and that comparatively little 
could be made available. for public 
use, The examination of these six 
sehemes has, therefore, led my 
Government to conclude that all six 
should be postponed until the 
scheme for providing Hong Kong 
island with water from the main- 
land has been put to the test. 


Sheng-mun Scheme 

Construction work upon this 
scheme, known as the Shengmun 
scheme, began (as I have already 
said) in’ 1923, An access road 16 
feet in width’ and 192 miles in 
length from Ts’un-wan to Pine- 
apple Pass was completed in 1925. 
In the same year were also com- 
pleted the intake dam across: the 
Sheng-mun river above Pineapple 
Pass, the’ ‘temporary conduit 
6,000 feet ‘in length from this in- 
take to the point where the dam in 
the Sheng-mun gorge will be built, 
the North Conduit 2,900- feet in 
length from this point to the open- 
ing of the North Tunnel, and the 
South Conduit 2,000 feet. in 
length. between the North and 
South Tunnels. In 1926 the North

delivery of more than three million 
gallons. a day through the harbour 
pipe-line would.suffice for our pre- 
sent needs. But two considerations 
combine to make the outlook less. 
favourable. In the first place, Old 
Kowloon and New Kowloon are 
growing at an abnormai rate. Now, 
including that part of the Sheng- 
mun scheme already completed, the 
existing waterworks on the main-' 
land -have a total storage of 
501,750,000 gallons and.:a_ total 
catchment area of 4,270 acres. 
Their estimated capacity is five 


million gallons a day, while a 
modest estimate of the full water! 
supply requirements of Old and. 
New Kowloon ‘is 4.18 million gal-| 


lons a day. There is, therefore, at 
present only a surplus of 820, 000: 


gallons a day available on the main- 
land; and in a few years’ time, if 
the population on ‘the northern 
shores of the harbour continues to 
increase, -this surplus will have 
vanished.. Then; again there. is a 
second consideration. The utmost, 
which the harbour pipe-line now 
ahout to be.constructed can deliver, 
is 3%4 million gallons 2 day. But 
hitter experience this year has 
shown us that: in time. of drought 
only one million gallons a day flow 
down, the conduit from Sheng-mun

_The District Watch Committee 
met of 12 occasions; the average 
attendance being 14.

Several useful additions 
have ‘been mads to the equipment, in- 
cluding a new . Seialytic Light for 
the operating theatre. The In- 
fant Welfare Clinic on Friday morn- 
ings is increasing in numbers. and 
scope. 

The work of the Wan Tsai 
Maternity Hospital has steadily 
increased since it-was established in 
1919. 1,029 cases ‘were admitted 
as against 1,003. in 1927 and 773 
in 1926. . There are 22 beds in-this 
popular hospital, but the problem of 
carrying on the work in the present 
building is becoming increasingly 
difficult, and plans are’ now in the 
hands of the Committee for re- 
building part of and renovating the 
whole of the premises. 

Public. Dispensaries 
In outlying districts where there 
are no hospitals the dispensaries fill 
a most important place in providing 
free medical attention to thousands 
of people. At- all the Chinese 
Public Dispensaries a weekly 
gynaecological clinie is held and at 
some of the bigger ones a women’s 
clinic is held twice a week. The 
dispensaries are alad. free vaecina- 
tion centres. The number of cases 
treated. in 1928 was 192,152 as 
against- 161,370 in 1927. Vaecina- 
tions. numbered 49,941 as against 
31,031 in 1927., ~~ ~ 

The balance at the end of the 
year for the Chinese Permanent 
Cemetery was $52,843.28 2s against 
$40,755.62 in 1927. 

The balance in hand at the end 
of the-year .for the Chinese Re- 
creation Ground was $4,995.75 as 
against. $4,403.88. in 1927. The 
Ground continued its’ contribution 
of $100 per month to the funds of 
the Tsan Yuk Maternity Hospital.

Chinese ‘Temples * 

The Ckinese Temples Ordinance 
became law on April 27, 1928. . The 
main objects of the Ordinance’ are; 
—(a) to prevent the exploitation of 
the ignorant by. charlatans; (b) to 
recover for the benefié of the com- 
munity the contfol over public tem: 
ples which have -been ‘slipping inte 
private hands; and (c) to prevent 
for the future the establishment of 
temples ‘as purely business specula- 
tioms. - Except ir the ease of afew 
exempted temples, the. revenues, 
funds, investments and properties of 
all Chinese temples are brought 
under the control-of a Chinese Tem- 
ples Committee; any surplus re 
venues remaining after providing 
for due observance of the customary 
ceremonies and the, maintenance of 
the temple buildings and templo 
properties shall be applied for the 
purposes of Chinese charities in the 
Colony generally (General Chinese 
Charities Fund). ~»The members of 
the Chinese Temples Committee 
established under Section 7 of the 
Ordinance, -were as follows:—Sir. 
Shou-son Chow, Dr. H. R. Kotewall, 
—Chinese members of the Legisla- 
tive Council. Mr. Li Yau-tsun,—

for Chinese Affairs (Chairman). 
The Committee met at the 
Secretariat for Chinése Affalrs on 
seven occasions during the. year. 
Mr. Wong Kwong-tin acted ag 
honorary secretary. The first step 
was to secure the registration:of all 
Chinese . temples—including tem- 
ples proper, monasteries, nunneries, 
Taoist establishments, etc. A Sub- 
Committee consisting of Mr, Li 
Yau-tsun.and Mr. Wong Kwong-t'in 
was appointed to consider the tem- 
ples—almost two hundred in num- 
ber—which registered. -As a be- 
ginning 28 temples. which were 
purely business speculations and 
which contravened Section .4 of 
the Ordinance were ordered by the 
Committee to close down.

The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
—to Christians this familiar phrase 
doax not mean a state of mind pra- 
duced by conscious imitation, but 
something that involves a gift, an 
inspiration, frem outside. Tf this 
belief be given up, Christianity and 
the Christian experience is ultimate- 
Jy illusion. 
Grace and Calvary 

But this grace has always 
been regarded by Christians as 
indiasolubly connected with the 
Death of Jesus on Calvary. The 
Lord of the Vineyard will not come 
and reconstitute His estate for any- 
thing Jess than His Son’s death: it 
was not an accident, but somehow 
jnvolved in the inevitable course of 
things. And all this belongs to 
the Historical Element, to some- 
thing which ‘came to pass.’

The rivets are now 
most of them loose; . nevertheless 
there is in the Gospel historv—the 
history itself and what led up to 
it—an element which Christians 
cannot diseard_if.-they are to-remain 
Christians. J have given you a 
serious, illustration from old Italian 
Art. “Let me conclude by quoting 
A Tine from a well-known hymn, 
from a stanza which the 1909 His- 
torical Edition of Hymns Ancient 
avd Modern \eft out, I suppose be- 
cause the metaphor was felt by Dr. 
Frere and his advisers te be un- 
comfortable, if not ridiculous. 
Frances Ridley Havergal wrote: 
‘Anchored safe within the veil’. 

a mixeft metaphor indeed, but it is 
only fair to Miss Havergal to re- 
member that it-is taken direct from 
Hebrews vi, 19. It seems to me to 
represent very well the element of 
illogieality which must belong to a 
religion that claims to be universal 
and final, and yet to some extent is 
dependent on past history. Well, 
the best epologia we can make is a 
counter-attack. @ Tay say that 
a logical religion: is likely to be a 
cold religion, unwarmed by the 
breath of life.

The possibility ‘of using salt- 


water for fire fighting, for road 
watering and for flushing sewers 
has been carefully investigated. It 
is computed that the quantity of 
water used for fire fighting has 
never in this Colony exceeded one 


[million gallons a year; and the 
Hi amount used for road watering and 


cleansing side-channels is estimat- 
ed. at 6% million gallons a year. 
This demand can-be adequately met 
in yéars of normal rainfall by the 
use of- water from the nullahs and 
in times of drought salt water can 
be. used, when necessary, in streets 
adjacent, té the sea. For flushing 
closets. and sewers the majority of

HIS SCHOOL-DAYS AT 
CHARTERHOUSE 


A BO RN LEADER 


The school days of our Chief, 
now Earl Baden-Powell, ig 
nterestingly . recalled by Mr. 
BE. K. Wade in the following ar 
ticle :— 

Charterhouse schvol, as Peter 
Raden-Powell and many another 
Boy Scout knows it to-day, is a fine, 
nodern building situated in a love- 

y part of Surrey. 

“In the days when the Chief Scout 
joined the school, however, it was 
‘n the City of London where ‘it had 
been built as Carthusian Monas- 
terles. were suppressed by King 
Henry VEIL. The Charterhouse fell 


into disuse for some time and was 
aentually re-opened as a school in 


1671. 


Bat as time went on the City 
srew_up round the school, closing 
‘t in to such an extent that it was 
‘ound necessary, for the sake of the 
increasing “number of boys and 
their health and well-being, for the 
school to make a move to some less 
srowded quarter. 

“ A Scout is Loyal : 

Our Chief Scout was one of the 
boys. who made the move from the 
| Old Charterhouse to the new. 

The Scout Law tells us that a 
Scout is.Joyal. When you join a 
new Troop of Seouts you are some- 
times confused in your mind be- 
tween two loyalties.

What we demand is that :the 
worlt be made safe for every 
peace-loving nation... 4. the 
principle of justice to all peoples 
and nationalities, and: their, right 
to live on equal terms of liberty 
and safety, whether they be 
stroug -cr weak. Self-determina- 
tion. . . . is an imperative prin- 
ciple which .statesmen will hence- 
forth ignore at their peril.” 

These principles, states Herr 
Kleinwaechter, were accepted by 
the people of the United States, 
as representing its. official atti- 
tude, “and these principles were 
also’ accepted by the Austro- 
This 
an altogether remarkable and 
naive interpretation of President 
Wilsen’s address. Does err 
Kleinwaechter honestly 
that when Wilson spoke of “viola- 
tions of right’. he- was referring 
to violations against Austria? 
Was not the marching of the Ger- 
man army across Belgium rather 
in his mind? . 

War Guilt 

The question of , war guilt is 
one that will always have differ- 
ent aspects, but Herr Klein- 
waechter suiely takes a great deal 
for granted when he asserts that 
the vietors . “overlooked -the. faet 
that the assertion of the guilt. of 
the German people. for the War, 
which furnished the moral justi- 
fication for the merciless condi- 
tions of peace, cannot be main- 
tained for all eternity. The his- 
torians of all nations already 
know that that assertion was a 
lie, and the people themselves will 
soon know it.” It is no justifiea- 
tion, surely, to say that “the 
hatred against everything German 
required that, among. all the Aus- 
trian nationalities, the Germans 
should be chosen to bear the res- 
ponsibility for the War,” or to 
declare that “no “consideration 
was given to the fact that only 
one of the fire members of the

“A Cruel Betrayal” 

The author’s case is that Pre- 
sident Wilson’s declaration, spoken 
in the names of the Allies was 
also binding on all the Entente 
Powers; that when Austria-Hun- 
gary accepted these conditions 
there came into existence between 
the two belligérents an agree- 
ment which was naturally binding 
on both parties; that, relying on 
this agreement, Auslria-Hungary 
laid down. her arms. He recalls 
the dissolution of the Ausiro-Hun- 
surian Monarchy in 1918, and the 
declaration by the ‘Austrian Ger- 
of anew, independent 
State, the “German-Austrian Re- 
public,” by whose law “German 
Austria wag made a constituent 
part of the German Republic.” 

Then, because under Article 88 
of the Treaty of St.. Germain, it 
wis’ provided that “the indepen- 
dence vf - Austria is inalienable 
otherwise than with 


Nations.” President Wilson’s trust, 
says the author, was most cruelly 
betrayed, and the Treaty was a 
“mockery of the proclaimed right of 
self-determination.” The | purpose 
of the Article, he alleges, was to 
render impossible the union. with 
the German Reich upon which 
German Austria had resatved, and 
“it is typical of the vieiors’ insin- 


bid the. Union of German Austria 
with Germany in so many words, 
but rather veiled the prohibition 
with the pretence of maintaining 
Austria’s independence.” 
Chronicle of Self-Pity 

Herr Kleinwaechter’s book is a 
chronicle of self-pity and is cer- 
tainly not based upon: the true 
facts. He is clearly no historian, 
but an emotional activist, whose 
one aim is to see Austria united 
with Germany, since she ‘capnot, 
he declares, exist permanently as 
an independent State. and re- 
quires to be associated with a 
large economic aréa._ : 

We have no indication whether 
Herr Kleinwacchter’s attitude is 
representative of his country or 
whether the majority of Austrians 
themselves favour a political and 
economic union with Germany. 
Even supposing it were so, is Ger- 
many herself to have no voice in 
the matter? Union with Germany 
might be beneficent to Austria, but 
would it be so to Germany? At 
any rate it is significant that no 
appea! in the matter has been made 
to’ the League of Nations by these 
two, countries.

WAR AS INSTRUMENT OF 
NATIONAL POLICY 


‘LEGITIMATE ~ SELF- DEFENCE 
London, Yesterday: 

When the League of Nations 
Assembly this morning resumed its 
general ‘discussion on the report of 
the League for the past year Mr. 
Henderson, the British -Forcign 
Secretary, observed that the League 
had now become a powerful institu- 
tion, exercising an ever increasing 
influence upon the moral and 
spirftual ideas of the people of the 
world. He stressed the importance 
of arbitration for settling inter- 
national disputes. -Arbitration was 
important on account of the spirit 
it would create between nations who 
no longer relied on armed conflict to 
settle their disputes. That was why

be ready, continued Mr: Henderson, 
to sign the treaty for strengthening 
the means of preventing war. Bri- 
tain was ready to sign, as soon as it 
was ready for signature, a proposal 
for financial help towards nations 
whogvere the victims of aggression, 
and a third. committee should ex- 
amine the terms of a model treaty 
for strengthening the means of pre- 
venting war. 

Mr. Henderson read the draft of 
a resolution which will shortly be 
place before the Assembly by the 
British delegation. 

The resolution proposes that 2 
committee should be appointed to 
revise Article 12 and 15 of the 
Covenant, in order to bring them 
into line with the Kellogg Pact. Mr. 
Henderson said. that-the British 
Government was ready to accept 
that procedure which might seem 
the most wise to adopt in this con- 


nection provided the main principle | 


was agreed to. Our only purpose, 
he added, was to bring the Covenant 
into Hne with the present situation. 
The Kellogg Pact 
In regard to. Mr. Henderson’s 
statement it may be pointed out that 
the Kellogg Pact, if shown of the 
reservations appended to it by cer- | 
tain signatories, would place an; 
absolute ban on war, “As an instru- 
ment of national policy,” except in 
a legitimate case of self-defence by 
the nation which had been attacked. 
The League of Covenant, on the 
other hand, merely provides under . 
its Articles 12 and 15 that, where :
